ol the Now York News in 
Uttng prsitlvely that a 
treaty between Napoleon and the Confederate 
States was signed on the j.h of March. Tae 
tone of the English press and speech j 3 in Par- 
liament give no inkling; of sny war in con- 
templation. Nor does the news from aty 
o'.her source confirm this statement. But it 
must be admitted that words are used to con- 
ceal ideas, as well as Is express them, and we 
don't see any motive this writer should have 
to make an utterly unfounded statement ct 
such importance. Besides, he has heretofore 
showa that he has means of information about 
Affairs that concern the rebel States that others 
have not. Indeed, in the absence of any cou- 
firmatory news, the story is not improbable. 

We could, of course, look for no informp.- 
tion from Richmond. The papers there are 
keeping unusually dark. Oae of them, how- 
ever, has a long article showing that the Con 
federacy Is a valuable ally to the United States 
or France; that they have antagonistic in- 
terests which will have to be settled by a con- 
flict The Confederacy feels no attachment to 
either pa***; but is in market, and w ll take 
•ides with the one that pay > the highest price, j 
The nations of Europe feel a prolouEd indif- 
ference as to. the interests of either bide in our 
quarrel; but Napoleon ha* d -tUus of his own 
and interests of his own; so has England; and 
hence a bargain may be made. 

The entire silence of the President, both in 
bis message and inaugural, on foreign rela- 
tions, leaub us only to guess that he thought 
the less said would be soonest remedied. 

It is mortifying enough that tbe Great Re- 
public should need hope or fear anything from 
Europe. It was not so once. With what lofiy 
scorn wcu'd the ancestor* of these men at 
Richmond hive regarded a proposition from 
any ptrt of this csuntry to bargain away their 
inheritance ia the Great Republic for the aid 
of Esglacd or Francs, or all Europe con.- 
blned. 

Time will show if there be anything in this 
report from London.

GehtlemsW: Id accordar.ee with a resolu- 
tion which passed the Common Council Feb- 
ruary 9, 1«65, 1 hand you herewith a statement 
of the receipts and expenditures, In detail, of 
the city of Louisville, for the year endinc 
March 9, 1864. This statement is the mtjor 
and more Important portion of what ehonld 
have been long since presented — xy annual 
report Under favorable circumstances that 
rtport would not have been delayed beyond 
tVe 1st of June l*at, but I. trust that, under tbe 
circumstances, if my delay is cot iastifiable, 
it is to some extent excusable. 

With the amonnt of business now transacted 
in the Auditor's and Treasurer's offices, H Is 
next to an Impossibility to begin woik at 
closing u i the bocks till about the 1st of April. 
Tbea the current work of the new year Is in 
full prcgrees and must be kept up. I couM 
have been ready by the first of Jane last, but 
that tbe condition of my health then, as w*ll 
as throughout the entire summer, made it too 
ereat a tafk. Then the alterations in the City 
Hall threw me out of my office for some 
month*, without nccees to my books except the 
auxiliary ones. Besides, the making cut and 
issuinc of warrants is by far the greater part of 
the current work of this effice, the leeulnc 
requiring tt much time, if not, indeed, more 
than the maklrg, especially since the stamp 
act went into t ff^ct. If the rt gular department- 
al claims of the month were all paseed at one 
session of the Council, I could mske and 
serve them in about one half the time, 
which, under the circumstances, was sc.uaL 
ly required. It will be remembered, perhap* 
that, during a very large portion of the pres 
ent year, tie Council has met ence a week,

KT The foreign correspondent of the New 
York News, who gave tbe first news of the 
• aildint: of tbe rebel ram O.lnde, in his last 
letter to that journal informs us that there is 
a strong and decided movement on the part of 
the French and Eaglieh governments to inter- 
fere in our war. 

He goes so tar as to name the dny on which 
the treaty between tbe rebel govwrument and 
the Emperor of the French was signed, in 
which a recognition of the Southern independ- 
ence was made. It is further stated that army 
officers in England are confident that s war 
between that country acd our own is Immi- 
nent, and will immediately saceeed the cap- 
ture of Richmond. Bsarirg upon this point 
is a recent statement in the British Parliament, 
that, in the eveat of a vrar with this country, 
Canada wtuld be sacrificed, and a determined 
assault made upon eome other point in our 
territory. 

Without any disposition to give too much 
credit to these frc ijuent rumors, which have 
so often proved false, we do not think that 
the rumors should be wholly disregarded. It 
cannot be doubted that Franca, if not Eng- 
land, has serious reason to apprehend an ag- 
gression from this country, if we ever succeed 
h getting the military strength of tbe rebel* 
lion. We have too p!ainly indicated a hostile 
spirit toward thr m for it not to bd seen. Our 
repeated refusals to acknowledge the Mexican 
Empire, together with tbe declaration of all 
large bodies representing the people in favor 
of the enforcement of the Monroe doctiin-, 
s ty es plainly as language can speak that it Is 
to txpel Maximilian aa soon as

Left when quite a bor. by the death of his father, to 
the sole care of bis mother, it would most naturally be 
expected that, having every wish gratified, be. like 
most youths, would be iniudoualy affected hv such In- 
dulgence. But be acquired none of those habits of dis- 
sipation and recklessness too o'ten contracted by those 
born In affluence, and reared by the band of doting af 
fectlon. Very early In life hr gave hi* heart to Him who 
Invites the weary and heavy laden, and hia hand to the 
Cumberlaad Presbyterian Church, in whlcb communion 
he lived a consistent and worthy member till his deat\ 
Self sacrificing and generous almost to a fau'r, the rich 
•njoyed his liberality, the poor shared his bounty. 

Hia fidelity to his mother during her long illness of at 
most three years, finally terminating in her dea'h, baa 
often been the subject ot remark. Though well pro. 
vlded In every respect, neither the 
■ye nor the calls of business coul i 
at night hia tender charge. One 
gH'a picture of .*)neas carrying his 
sboulders from burnuAg Troy. 

At the close of last year he wound up his business in 
Wa»ren county, by selling his farm and other property, 
retaining hia servants, some forty In number, who 
could not be Induced to leave him. At the eommenc«- 
ment of the present year, he removed to Louisville, 
after which his history is soon written. A few brief, 
britf&tj* and all ia over— Willie is no more.
